Kesol ved, By the Select and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia, That the Depart-
ment of Highways be, aud is hereby authorized
and directed, to enter into contracts with com-
petent pavers, who shall be selected by a ma-
jority of the owners of trie property froutluic
on Main street, from Shur's lane to (ireen lane,
lu the Twenty-lirs- t Ward; Philip street, from
Dauphin street to Susquehanna avenue; Mar-
tha stieet, from Huntingdon street to Lehigh
avenue; aud Anthracite street, from Salmon to
Thompson street, for the paving; thereof. The
conditions of said contract shall be that the
contractors shall collect the cost of paving from
the owners of property, and they shall also enter
Into oblisutions to the city to keep the streets
In good order for three years after the paving is
finished: Provided, That each of said contracts
shall contain astipulation and condition that
the work therein contracted to be performed
shall be finished within sixty days alter the
approval by the Mayor of this resolution.
